San Francisco, J une 8 .—Among the 
pesgengers who arrived on the Belgio 
trom Hongkong yesterday were four 
men who iiarticipated in the fight of 
Manila bay on May 1. They are Pay­ 
master G. A. Loud of the dispatch boat 
McOulloch, Di. Charles P. Kiudleber- 
ger, surgeon of tho Olympia, Ralph 
Phelps, secretary to the captain of the 
McCulIoch, and J . O. Evans, gunner of 
the Boston. 
They left Manila on May 
t. Dr. Kindlehergerand Gunner Evans 
*re going home on account of expira­ 
tion of their sea time. Paymaster Loud 
and Mr. Phelps are here on business 
and will return to the McOnlloch. They 
all speak of the valor and determinatino 
of their opponents in the battle of Ma­ 
nila. 
They say tliat the Spaniards 
fought bravely, even after the last vest­ 
ige of hope had gone, and stayed by 
their guns as long as they oonld be 
used. 
. . 
Dr. Kindleberger gives a graphic ac­ 
count of the terrific fight. He was on 
the Olymnia through it all. In the first 
assault the flagship took the lead, the 
other vessels following in her wake at 
four shipleugths. The Spanish fleet was 
approached by laps, each turn bringing 
the contestants nearer together. 
By 
tliis plan the Ameritaui vessels fre­ 
quently pA*ured broadsides into the ene­ 
my, but were themselvM more expossd 
io tire. 
At one time the smoke became so 
dense that it was necessary to dww 
aside, adlowmg the cloud to lift. The 
vessels were examined and it was found 
4hey had sustained no damage. 
Bimk- 
last was ^rved to the men and in a few 
minutes they re-entered the fight with 
the greatest enthusiasm. The second 
tight was even more fierce than the first. 
It was in that that the Baltimore was 
etruck.

During the first fight the Spanish 
admiral’s ship steamer put bravely out 
of the line to meet the Olympia. The 
entire Amerioan fleet oonceutrated fire 
on her and she was so bsdly injur^ 
that she turned around to put back. 
At this juncture the Olympia let fly an 
€ -inch shell which struck her stem and 
i 
iierced 
through 
almost 
her entire 
ength, exploding finally in the engine 
room, wrecking her machinery. This 
shell killed the captain and 8 0 men and 
set the vessel on fire. 
In the heat of the fight the two tor- 
pedoboats moved out to attack the fleet. 
They were allowed to come within 8 00 
^ards, when a 
fusillade 
from the 
Olympia sent one to the bottom with all 
en board and riddled the other. The 
second boat was later found turned upon 
the beach covered with blood. 
In the second fight the Baltimore was 
sent to silence the fort at Cavite. She 
plunged into a cloud of smoke and 
opened all her batteries on the fortifica­ 
tions. 
In a very few minutes a shell 
struck in the ammunition and the fort 
blew np with a deafening roar. 
The work of the Baltimore was glori­ 
ous. After the principal ships had been 
destroyed the Concord, Raleigh and 
Petrel, being of light draft, were sent 
close to handle the remaining vessels of 
the fleet. They made quick work of 
them. 
In taking possession of the land 
forts several hundred Spaniards fell into 
the hands of the Americans and nearly 
200 dead were accounted for on the spot. 
Holes in which numbers had 
been 
hastily buried were found. The d e^ 
were returned to relatives so far as this 
could be done and the wounded wem 
cared for in the best manner by the 
American surgeons.

The ¿ ¿ miiish loss footed np 400 killed, 
8 00 wounded and a property loss of 
anywhere from $ 8,000,000 to $ 10 ,000,000. 
The day of the fight was cleM and 
hot. Not a breath of air was stirring. 
After the first battle the Americans 
Were greatly fagged by heat and the 
rest and breakfast allowed them by the 
commodore w'as of inestimable benefit. 
When tue men were at|breakfast a con­ 
ference of all officers w'as held on boaid 
the Olympia, when the plan of the sw- 
ond battle was made known by the 
commodore. 
Several shots struck the Olympia and 
fehe W’as pierced a number of times. 
One shell struck the side of the ship 
against the hospital ward. The chap­

on the Boston received a scratch. 
Paymaster Loud, whow'as on the Mo- 
Cnlloch during the battle, was a wit­ 
ness of events on both sides. From his 
position he could see every movement 
of the American shiiMi and could also 
see the battle plans of the Spaniards. 
“ For two hours,” said Mr. Loud, “ the 
steady thnuder of cannon was kept up. 
The roar was something temble. 
“ At that time I really thought we 
would be beaten. This was after the 
fire had been kept np an hour. 
It 
looked like every gun on the Spanish 
ships had turned loose on as all together 
and the idiore line was a vshtabls blase 
$ flis from the liatteiies. The din was 
Amply Indescribable.

If snot fell over our ships. ITiere was 
steel enough to have suuk our entire 
fleet. 
“ Our salvation was in the bad marks­ 
manship of 
the 
Spaniards. 
They 
handled their pieces like boys. Nearly 
all of tneir shots went wide of the 
mark. 
Most were high, flying o\*'er the 
fleet and falling into the bay btyoud. 
Some of the Uhtteries, however, were 
better trained. 
Several guns main­ 
tained a rakmg fire on the fleet. Nearly 
all of our ships were struck by both 
large and small shot, but no damage of 
fxiusequeiice was done. 
“ We left Manila on the 6 th. 
At that 
time Commoiiore Dewey was in posses­ 
sion of the shore forts and arsenal. 
Considerable ammunition and some fair 
guns w ere captured. 
“ Manila on the opposite side of the bay 
had not been taken, and it was not the 
intention of Dewey to do so at that time. 
Of course the city and its suburbs were 
completely at the mercy of our guns 
and we could have laid it in ruins in a 
very short time. 
But the force on the 
warships is too small to land and take 
possession. 
“ When the troop firrive from San 
Francisco, Ooinmodore Dewey will de­ 
mand the immediate surrender t'f tho 
city and the troops stationed thei*e. If 
a refusal is given fire will at once be 
opened from the warshiiMi and forcible 
possession will be taken at onoe. 
“ There will be no difficulty in hold-, 
ing Manila and the Philippinp. Com­ 
plete subjugation of the Spanish forces 
in the group will be acoomplished with­ 
out trouble and with very little danger 
to American Ufe. The insnrgente aw 
very friendly, and at the time we left 
were besieging the town in large force. 
They are acting under orders of Com­ 
modore Dewey.

Madrid , .J une H.—The following offi­ 
cial dispatch was received yesterday 
from .\dmiral Cervera:

Agreement Practically Beached 
gome Feature« by Bepubllcan 
Coaferrees.

Washinqton , J une 8 .—The RepubU- 
can members of the conference commit­ 
tee on the war revenue bill were in 
caucus about four hours yesterday, and 
it is stated by members of the caucu.s 
that they practically reached an agree­ 
ment on the most important items of 
difterence 
bt^tween the two houses. 
They relate to the coinage of the sUyer 
bullion, the form of the bond provision 
and the amount of the bonds, the in­ 
heritance tax, the duty on tea, etc. 
These 
questions have not yet been 
raised in the full conference and the 
Republicans decline to state any points 
of their agreement. 
The general impression among sen­ 
ators is that there will be some pro­ 
visions for J ooiniiig the smguiorage and 
possibly alf the » liver bullion J » ^ 
treasury, but it is not believed that all 
the terms of the senate provision will 
be accepted without material m^ifica- 
tiou 
T he result of the Oregon election 
strengthened those oppo^d 
t o ^» kmg 
any concessions to silver, but it also liad 
the effect of causing the wes^ru Re- 
publicau senators to be all 
^ n orou s tor recognition. Thej ex- 
^ s s confidence that their represenu- 
tions will not go unheeded, and they 
Tirntftss to speak upon assurances from 
Republican members of the conference.

On Board the Dispatch Boat Dandy ,

Instantly tiring began from both Rear 
Admiral Sampson’s and Commc^ore 
Schley’s columns, and a torrent of sholls 
from tue smps tell upon the Spanish 
works. 
The Spaniards replied promptly, but 
their artillery work was of a very poor 
quality, and most of their shots went 
wide. Smoke settlod around the ships 
in dense clouds, rendering accurate 
aiming difficult. 
There was no mauoeuvenng 
01 tne 
fleet, the ships remaining at 
their 
original stations and firing steadily. 
The squadrons were so close in shore 
that it was difficult for the Amencans 
to reach the batteries on the hilltops, 
but their tiring was excellent. 
Previous to the bombardment orders 
w e r e issued to prevent tiriug ou Morro 
castle, as the American admiral had 
been informed that Ueuteiiaiit Hobson 
and the other prisoners of the Mernrnac 
are coutiued there. In spite of this, 
however, several stray shots damaged 
Morro castle somewhat. 
Commodore » chley’8 line moved closer 
in shore, tiriug at shorter rauge. 
The Brooklyn and Texas caused wild 
havoc among the Spanish 
ies, quickly silencing them. 
While the 
larger ships were engaging the heavy 
batteries the Suwanee and the Vixen 
closed with the small inshore battery 
opposite them, raining rapid fire shots 
it and quickly placing the battery 
out of the tight.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , June 8 .— Among the 
passengers who arrived on the Belgio 
from Hongkong yesterday were four 
men who jtarticipated in the fight of 
Manila bay on May I. 
They are Pay­ 
master G. A. Loud of the dispatch boat 
McOulloch, Dr. Charles P. Kindleber- 
Ajer. surgeon of tho Olympia, Ralph 
Phelps, secretary to the captain of the 
McCulloch, aud J. C. Evans, gunner of 
the Boston. 
They left Manila on May 
I. Dr. Kindleberger and Gunner Evans 
are going home on account of expira­ 
tion of their sea time. Paymaster Loud 
aud Mr. Phelps are here on business 
and will return to the McCulloch. They 
all speak of the valor and determinatino 
of their opponents in the battle of Ma­ 
nila. 
They say that the Spaniards 
fought bravely, even after the last vest­ 
ige of hope had gone, and stayed by 
their guns as long as they could be 


Dr. Kindleberger gives a graphic ac­ 
count of the terrific tight. He was on 
the Olympia through it all. 
In the first 
assault the flagship took the lead, the 
other vessels following in her wake at 
four shipleugths. The Spanish fleet was 
approached by laps, each turn bringing 
the contestants nearer together. 
By 
this plan the American vessels fre­ 
quently poured broadsides into the ene­ 
my, but were themselves more exposed 
to tire. 
At one time the smoke became so 
dense that it was necessary to draw 
aside, allowing the cloud to lift. The 
vessels were examined and it was found 
they had sustained no damage. 
Break­ 
fast was served to the men and in a few 
minutes they re-entered the tight with 
the greatest enthusiasm. The second 
light was even more fierce than the first. 
It was in that that the Baltimore was 
iiiruck* 
During the first fight the Spanish 
admiral’s ship steamer put bravely out 
of the line to meet the Olympia. 
I he 
entire American fleet concentrated tire 
on her and she was so badly injured 
that she turned around to put back. 
At this juncture the Olympia let fly an 
«-inch shell which struck her stern and 
pierced 
through 
almost 
her entire 
length, exploding finally in the engine 
room, wrecking her machinery. 
I his 
shell killed the captain and tit) men aud 
set the vessel on fire. 
In the heat of the fight the two tor- 
pedoboats moved out to attack the fleet. 
They were allowed to come within NUO 
yards, when a 
fusillade 
from 
the 
Olympia sent one to the bottom with all 
onboard and riddled the other. 
The 
second boat was later found turned upon 
the beach covered with blood. 
In the second fight the Baltimore was 
sent to silence tile fort at Cavite. She 
plunged into a cloud of smoke aud 
opened all her batteries on the fortifica­ 
tions. In a very few minutes a shell 
struck in the ammunition and the fort 
blew up with a deafening roar. 
The work of the Baltimore was glori­ 
ous. After the principal ships had been 
destroyed the Concord, Raleigh and 
Petrel, being of light draft, were sent 
close to handle the remaining vessels of 
the fleet. 
They made quick work of 
them. 
In taking possession of the land 
forts several hundred Spaniards fell into 
the hands of the Americans and nearly 
200 dead were accounted for on the spot. 
Holes in which numbers had 
been 
hastily buried were found. The dead 
were returned to relatives so far as this 
could be done and the wounded were 
cared for in the best manner by the 
American surgeons. 
The Spanish loss footed up 400 killed, 
OOO wounded aud a property loss of 
anywhere from $0,000,000 to $10,000,000. 
The day of the fight was clear and 
hot. Not a breath of air was stirring. 
After the first battle the Americans 
were greatly fagged by heat and the 
rest aud breakfast allowed them by the 
commodore was of inestimable benefit. 
When the men were atjbreakfast a o011' 
ference of all officers was held on board 
the Olympia, when the plan of the sec­ 
ond battle was made known by the 
commodore. 
Several shots struck the Olympia and 
she was pierced a number of times. 
One shell struck the side of the ship 
against the hospital ward. 
The chap­ 
lain and nurses were watching the fignt 


fighting volume of the guns of the re­ 
spective sides of the battle was three for 
the Americans against seven for the 
Spanish. It is clear then that the su­ 
periority was in the ships and the men 
and ships themselves, the men having 
the experience aud nerve. 
Gunner Evans of the Boston was one 
of the men who sent the Spanish ships 
down. 
He directed the fire of one of 
the big guns on the cruiser. 
As such 
officer he was at times greatly exposed, 
but did not ri'oeive a shot. 
Not a man 
on the Boston received a scratch. 
Paymaster Loud, who was on the Mo- 
Culloch during the battle, was a w it­ 
ness of events on both sides. From his 
position he could see every movement 
of the American ships and could also 
see tho battle plans of the Spaniards. 
“For two hours,” said Mr. Loud, “the 
steady thunder of cannon was kept up. 
The roar was something terrible. 
“ At that time I really thought we 
would be beaten. This was after the 
fire had been kept up an hour. 
It 
looked like every gun on the Spanish 
ships had turned loose on us all together 
and the shore line was a veritable blase 
$ fire from the batteries. The din was 
Imply indescribable. Tons upon tons 
if shot fell over our ships. 
Tnere was 
steel enough to have sunk our entire 
fleet. 
“Our salvation was in the bad marks­ 
manship of 
the 
Spaniards. 
They 
handled their pieces like boys. Nearly 
all of tneir shots went wide of the 
mark. 
Most were high, flying over the 
fleet and falling into the bay bf yond. 
Some of the batteries, however, were 
better trained. 
Several guns main­ 
tained a raking fire on the fleet. Nearly 
all of our ships were struck by both 
large and small shot, but no damage of 
consequence was done. 
“ We left Manila on the 6th. At that 
time Commodore Dewey was in posses­ 
sion of the shore forts and arsenal. 
Considerable ammunition aud some fair 
guns were captured. 
“ Manila on the opposite side of the bay 
had not been taken, and it was not the 
intent ion of Dewey to do so at that time. 
Of course the city and its suburbs were 
completely at the mercy of our guns 
and we could have laid it in ruins in a 
very short time. But the force on the 
warships is too small to land and take 
possession. 
“ When the troops Arrive from ban 
Francisco, Commodore Dewey will de­ 
mand the immediate surrender pf the 
city and the troops stationed there. 
If 
a refusal is given fire will at once be 
opened from the warships and forcible 
possession will be taken at once. 
“ There will be no difficulty in hold-, 
ing Manila and the Philippines. Com­ 
plete subjugation of the Spanish forces 
in the group will be accomplished w ith­ 
out trouble and with very little danger 
to American life. 
The insurgents are 
very friendly, and at the time we left 
were besieging the town in large ton#. 
They are acting under orders of Com­ 
modore Dewey.

Some recent results of tests made by 
Professor Carpenter of Cornell to deter­ 
mine the power required to drive bicy­ 
cles may be of more interest to electric­ 
al engineers if reduced to their familiar 
unit of power, the watt. These tests 
show that for a speed of five miles an 
hour on a good level road the rider 
works at the rate of about 19 watts, 
which is about one-thiid the power 
used in an ordinary 16 candle power in­ 
candescent lamp. At ten miles an hour 
the power applied by the rider is about 
80 watts, and for bard, continuous rid­ 
ing IOO. For a short period a good rid­ 
er can work at the rate of about 250 
watts. Every lighted incandescent lamp 
therefore consumes about 
the same 
amount of power as that developed by 
three bicycle riders under the ordinary 
conditions, while it is possible for a 
rider to expend about as much power as 
is required for about five of these lamps.

As Humboldt justly remarks, -the 
beautiful and celebrated constellation 
of the Southern Cross, never seen by 
the p resent inhabitants of Europ e and 
visible in the United States only on our 
Southern coast, formerly shone on the 
shores of the Baltic, and can again be 
seen in that latitude in about 18 ,000 
y eara The cross will then be visible on 
the shores of Hudson bay , but at p res­ 
ent it is going rap idly southward, and 
in a few thousand y ears will be invisi­ 
ble even at thd extreme p oint of Florida. 
In like manner the brilliant star Ca­ 
nop us iu the constellation Argo, situat­ 
ed some 37 degrees south of Sirius, is 
now visible in the southern p ortion of 
the United States. In about 13,000 y ears 
it w ill cease to rise even iu Central 
America, From the same cause, if Ptol­ 
emy were to again look up on the heav­ 
ens at Alexandria, he would be uuable 
to recc^ize Alp ha and Beta Centauri, 
which he easily saw and catalogued in 
the tim e of Hadrian.

The N ecessity For F illin g the Lung® ut 
Each Inhalation. 
Breathe pure air always. In the lungs 
a most im portant physiological process 
occurs. It is from here that the blood 
laden w ith oxygen is Simi to all parts of 
the body, giving off along its course its 
oxygen and taking up carbonic aa d gas, 
which it brings at last to the lungs, 
when it is cast out in expiration.

W hat has happened? By its restlessness 
the body was asserting its need of more 
oxygen. 
Now you have given it what 
it so emphatically asked for, and it is 
quiet We get as much uneasiness and 
disturbance from the w ant of this food 
as when we do not eat enough, only tho 
symptoms are not so well understood 
nor recognized so quickly. Always keep 
your mouth closed and breathe through 
your nose. 
Then the air is warmed, 
slightly moistened and largely freed 
from particles of dust, so that when it 
enters the lungs it does not irritate 
them. 
A condition often met w ith by phy­ 
sicians is anem ia. In this trouble the 
patient is pale, lifeless looking, tired 
and generally used up, often without 
being able to tell distinctly how she 
does feel Sometimes these patients say 
that they have not enough blood. It is 
really only an element of the blood 
which is wanting, but that is a very 
im portant one—namely, the red blood 
corpuscle. 
When you know that it is only those 
corpuscles which have the power to take 
up and carry oxygen, you see at once 
how im portant it is that the blood 
should not be lacking in them.

C hanging P osition In th o Heaven® o f This 
C elebrated C onstellation. 
If Job were to rise from the dead and 
look upon the heavens, says Professor 
T. J. J. See in The Atlantic, he would 
see the constellations related to one an­ 
other as of old, but he would find that 
the pole had shifted its position among 
the stars, and if an immortal could 'wit­ 
ness the grand phenomenon which the 
precession of the equinoxes produces in 
about 12,900 yoars he would find the 
heavens so altered that the former as­ 
pect could be recognized only by an un­ 
derstanding of the changes which had 
intervened. 
As Humboldt justly remarks, -the 
beautiful and celebrated constellation 
of the Southern Cross, never seen by 
the present inhabitants of Europe and 
visible in the United States only on our 
southern coast, formerly shone on the 
shores of the Baltic, and can again be 
seen in that latitude in about 18,000 
years. The cross will then be visible on 
the shores of Hudson bay, but at pres­ 
ent it is going rapidly southward, and 
in a few thousand years w ill be invisi­ 
ble even at thd extreme point of Florida. 
In like manner tho brilliant star Ca­ 
nopus iu tho constellation Argo, situat­ 
ed some 87 degrees south of Sirius, is 
now visible in the southern portion of 
the United States. In about 12, OOO years 
it will cease to rise even in Central 
America. From the same cause, if Ptol­ 
emy were to again look upon the heav­ 
ens at Alexandria, he would be unable 
to recognize Alpha and Beta Centauri, 
which he easily saw and catalogued in 
the time of Hadrian. 
At present these 
magnificent stars are just visible at the 
pyramids, near Cairo, and in a few 
more thousand years they can be seen 
by dwellers on the Nile only in upper 
Egypt.

In England tho student's body is com­ 
m itted to prison only by the civil au ­ 
thority. In Oxford, it is true, the vice 
chancellor di als w ith undergraduate 
naughtiness, principally in the form of 
debt and insubordination, for which he 
I may impose a momentary penalty, but 
he does not deprive tho lief aul tor of lib­ 
erty. There is. or was. a legend that a 
certain apartm ent under the old C hurn 
don building was really tin* university 
"quod,” but for its authenticity it is 
impossible to vouch. 
Cambridge has its spinning house for 
female offenders— not lady students, but 
ladies who might prove a delusion aud 
a snare to the mere male undergrad. 
There, if we except the irksome penalty 
of "g atin g " (couflnein' iit to college or 
lodgings after a stated hour), our aca­ 
demic efforts at incarceration may bo 
said to end. 
In Germany, however, tho academic 
dungeon is a very stem fact Tho Hoi* 
del Irrg ‘ 4 career ’’ is famous. Every rend - 
cr of Mark Twalu w ill recall his enter­ 
taining des<Tiptiou of the place and 
how he contrived to visit it, even unw it­ 
tingly enlisting as his guide a "H err 
Professor." His pretext was to n s ) a 
young friend who had "g o t" 24 hours 
and had conveniently arranged the day 
to suit Mark—for the German student 
convict goes to prison on the first suit 
able day after conviction and sentence.

The prison is up three flights of stairs, 
and is approached by a "zugang" as 
richly decorated w ith the art work of 
convicts as the cell itself.

ordinary prison cell 
It has an iron 
grated window, a small stova two 
wooden chairs, two old oak tables and 
a narrow wooden bedstead. 
The furniture is profusely ornament 
ed w ith carving, the work of languish 
ing captives, who have placed on record 
their names, armorial bearings, their 
crimes and the dates of their imprison 
ment, together w ith quaint warnings 
and denunciations. 
Walls and ceilings 
are covered w ith portraits aud legends 
executed in colored chalk and in soot, 
the prison candle form ing a handy pen 
cli. 
Home of the inscriptions axe pa­ 
thetic. 
One runs, "E. Glinicke, four 
days for being too eager a spectator of 
a row ." If four days were meted out to 
a mere spectator, what, one wonders, 
had been the sentence of the participa 
tors? It m ust have been a moving spec­ 
tacle. 
Another record (also quoted by Mr. 
Clemens) has the savor of a great name 
to it.

The amount of money expended by 
tourists in Europe has, if official records 
abroail are to be accepted a.s authentic, 
lncreas« *d enormously of late years. 
There has bten recently filed with the 
Swiss minister of finance and CMStoma 
at Bern a detailed statement oi hotel 
receipts in that country, from which it 
appears that the gross receipts of Swiss 
bottds rose from 52,800,000 francs in 
1880 to 114,333,000 in 1804. The entire 
annual expenses of the Swiss republic 
amount in a year tobetwe« ;u 80,000,000 
and 9 0,000,000 francs (the budget for 
this year is given at the latter figure), 
and it would seem, therefore, very much 
as if the hotels of Switzerland take in 
in a year more than the government it- 
stdf doea 
The Swiss figures are not the only 
ones furnished in Europe recently on 
this point A French record shows that 
every year there are 270,000 foreigners 
who pass from a fortnight to a whole 
winter on the Riviera Every person is 
supposed to expend on an average 1,000 
franca or $200, in the country. In oth­ 
er words, the foreign visitors spend in 
the country every winter the sum of 
154,000,000. The English are put down 
as contributing one-third of this amount; 
the French themselv^contribute anoth­ 
er third; Germans, Belgians. Dutch, 
Russians aud Americans contribute the 
remainder. 
From being a poor wuntry 
when it was annexed to France in 1860 
Nice has become one of the richest de­ 
partments of the republic. 
Some figures recently compiled of the 
revenues to hotels from tourists in Paris 
show the average number of foreign 
visitors to be 60,000. 
It is customary 
to estimate at 10 francs, or f 2, a day 
the hotel bills of strangers in Paris. 
Estimating at |2 a day each the hotel 
bills of 60,000 tourists aud at about as 
much more their other outlays it is to 
be seen that tourists in Paris can be put 
down for an expenditure of nearly $250,- 
000 a day. 
The total sum expended by tourists 
in Europe in a year is probably not very 
far from |700,000,000, and a very con­ 
siderable portion of this oomes from the 
pockets, the purses and the bankers’ 
balances of Americans, who are pro­ 
verbially the most liberal among travel- 
era

Tho amount, of money expended by 
tourists in Europe has, if official records 
abroad are to be accepted as authentic, 
increased enormously of late years. 
There has been recently filed with the 
Swiss minister of finance and customs 
at Bern a detailed statement oi hotel 
receipts in that country, from which it 
appears that the gross receipts of Swiss 
hotels rose from 62,800,000 francs in 
1880 to 114,338,000 in 1804. The entire 
annual expenses of tho Swiss republic 
amount in a year to between 80,000,000 
and 90,000,000 francs (the budget for 
this year is given at the latter figure), 
and it would seem, therefore, very much 
as if the hotels of Switzerland take in 
in a year more than the government it- 
aelf does. 
The Swiss figures are not tho only 
ones furnished in Europe recently on 
this point A French record shows that 
every year there are 2 <0,000 foreigners 
who pass from a fortnight to a whole 
winter on the Riviera. Every person is 
supposed to expend on an average 1,000 
franca, or $200, in the country- In oth­ 
er words, the foreign visitors spend in 
the country every winier the sum of 
$54,000,000. The English are put down 
as contributing one-third of this amount; 
the French themselves contribute anotli- 
„ third; Germans, Belgians, Dutch, 
Itussians and Americans contribute the 
remainder. 
From being a poor country 
when it was annexed to France in 1860 
Nice has become one of the richest de­ 
partments of the republic. 
Some figures recently compiled of the 
revenues to hotels from tourists in Paris 
show the average number of foreign 
visitors to be 60,000. 
It is customary 
to estimate at IO francs, or $3, a day 
the hotel bills of strangers in Paris. 
Estimating at $2 a day each the hotel 
bills of 60,000 tourists and at about as 
much more their other outlays it is to 
be seen that tourists in Paris can be put 
down for an expenditure of nearly $260,- 
000 a day. 
The total sum expended by tourists 
in Europe in a year is probably not very 
far from $700,000,000, and a very con­ 
siderable portion of this comes from the 
pockets, the purses and the bankers’ 
balances of Americans, who are pro 
verbally the most liberal among travel­ 
ers. 
Russians come second, Brazilians 
third.—Exchange.
